an Awful Crime. 

Lebanon, Ky., Dec. 29.— Within two 
miles of this city last night a relent- 
less mob burned to death a pregnant 
woman and riddled with bullets her 
gray-haired paramour. The blackened 
and disfigured corpses of the victims, 
Mrs. Thomas West and Wm. Devers, 
were found in the ruins of the wo- 
man's home to-day by the 10-year-old 
daughter of the murdered man. 

Several months ago Devers, a mid- 
dle-aged widower, was accused by 
Thomas West, a prosperous farmer, 
of intimacy with Mrs. West. Quar- 
rel followed quarrel throughout the 
fall until West instituted divorce pro- 
ceedings and declared that Devers 
must die. The men met in Lebanon. 
West snapped his revolver, which 
missed fire and Devers killed 
on the spot. On the plea of self- 
defense the murderer secured bail 
and scandalized the neighborhood by 
immediately taking his twodaughters 
ind moving into West's house. 

As Devers was considered n danger- 
ous man, the members of the mob 
afraid to go into the house after 
him. They began firing at the doors 
and windows with their Winchesters. 
This fuBilade failed to dislodge the 
occupants of the house and the leader 
of the mob ordered his men to set the 
building on fire in four places, which 
they did. In less than fifteen min- 
utes the house was a mass of flames 
but still the occupants would not 
leave and it was not until the build- 
ing was nearly destroyed that Devers 
emerged from it with bis clothing on 
fire^ 

~ e was, evidently, almost suffocat- 
. for he staggered, falling into a 
corn shock near the fence. Members 
of the mob saw him and began shoot- 
ing. He was soon a corpse, being 
wounded in a dozen places. The wo- 
man took refuge in trie largeold-fash- 
ioued fire-place, but the (lames burn- 
ed her so badly that she fell to the 
floor, and when the neighbors search- 
ed the n:ins at noon to day her charr- 
ed remains were found. 

The limbs and head were entirely 
gone. Her corpse and that of Devers 
were taken to Lebanou, the county 
seat, where an inquest was held. 

Th(j Devers gii 1 was the only witness 
and her reason being nearly dethron- 
ed by the occurrence, she could give 
no idea as to the Identity of any of 
the members of the mob. 

Devers killed West, the husband of 
the dead woman, on the 6th of the 
present month.

cycle" is the idea of Dr. Charles Ed word 
Ongley, of New York, whose genius in 
the line of inventing marine appliances 
is attested by the formal recognition 
and adoption of various devices by the 
United Slates navy. Tbi* peculiar bi- 
cycle is intended for the use of life-sav- 
ing stations, and the general patrolinr 
of the- coasts where danger is greatest 
from shipwreckB, or at the various sum- 
mer resorts, where prompt action is 
sometimes necessary in saving the lives 
of reckless bathers. 

It is often necessary in work of this 
character to navigate both land and 
water, as sometimes rescuing can be 
done with greater facility if a portion 
of the distance can be covered on land, 
to bring the rescuer as nearly as pos- 
sible opposite the point of danger be- 
fore entering the water. 

Recognizing this fact. Dr. Ougley 
said to a New York Herald man, in re- 
gard to this device: 

"I have therefore selected a bicycle 
for this purpose, as it is adapted to land 
use, adding to it a propelling tia well 
as a steering apparatus. When in use 
on land it is propelled in the usual 
way, run down to the wntcr's edge and 
into tbe water, and on entering the 
water a lever is moved, connecting the 
pedal crnnk with the propeller, and at 
once the bicycle becomes a small 
launch, capable of propelling the rider 
at a good speed. 

"The steering arrangement is gov- 
erned by the handles of the bicycle,

which move a rudder, the feet revolv- 
ing the propeller. The whole is buoyed 
by an inflated rubber tube surrounding' 
the rider, attached to the machine, and
